“ Woetword the course of em pire takes its way ; 
The four first acts already pact, 
A fifth shall close the dram a w ith the dav ; 
Time’s noblest offspring is the last."

This immortal verse of Bishop Berkeley 
was a prophecy, which time is rapidly ful­ 
filling. 
Ever since the dawn of history, 
the course of empire has been westward. 
Even in the days of dim tradition, the 
progenitors of the present dominating and 
conquering races of the world left the 
shadows of the lofty Ilindu-Kush moun­ 
tains, and turning their faces toward the 
setting sun, commenced a westward course 
that carried them over all Europe and 
across the stormy Atlantic to the new 
world. Here their feet knew no rest, for 
as si Kin as their settlements dotted the 
Eastern shore they turned their longing 
eves to the crest of the Alleghanies, and 
their white covered wagons poured through 
the passes of that great range, and they 
occupied the Mississippi valley and the 
Lake Basin. With that same insatiable 
“ hunger of the horizon,” which has always 
characterized these migratory and conquer­ 
ing races, they crossed the “ Father of Wa­ 
ters” and the swift Missouri, spread out over 
the wide plains,scaled the continental divide 
and occupied the interior basins, and the 
Pacific slope. 


TH IS “ WESTWARD COURSE OF 
EM PIRE,” 
From the Alleghauies to the tides of the 
Pacific, has occupied less than a century. 
In that time the greater part of avast con­ 
tinent has lieen subdued and settled. 
Many great States have been carved out 
of the savage wilderness and added as stars 
of the first magnitude to the bright gal­ 
axy of the Union. 
Populous, cities, towns 
and villages almost without number, have 
sprung into existence; long lines of rail­ 
ways have been constructed; fleets of 
steam and sailing vessels have been put 
onto the inland seas and rivers; a far- 
reaching commerce established ; the tireless 
wheels of gigantic industries have been 
started, and the continent has been popu­ 
lated by 150,000,000 industrious people. 
In all this immense “ westward course of 
empire,” over the

It is now little more than a 
quarter of n century since the true devel­ 
opment of this State commmenced. In 
that time her progress has been marvelous. 
She has taken the first position as the pro­ 
ducer of gold, quicksilver, wheat, barley, 
wine, wool, fruit aud vegetables, and her 
production in all these is still in its in­ 
fancy. 
At the rate our energetic people 
are pushing these developments and adding 
to the volume of these products another 
decade will see California become the 
Enq'ire State, if it is not so now. It is not 
only in agriculture that such gigantic 
strides have been made. In manufactures 
we are assuming a foremost rank, and our 
steamers and sailing ships are to he seen 
on every sea where the white wings of 
commerce go.

California has already received a large 
immigration in the past. Of the 1,200,­ 
000 people who live here now, more than 
750,000 are men, women and children who 
left their native States in search of homes. 
As large as the migratory movement to the 
Pacific -dope has been in the past, it is now 
assuming incomparably greater propor­ 
tions. 
The world has resounded to the tread of 
many mighty armies, and has seen many 
great migrations. 
Whole peoples with 
their flocks and herds have left the land of 
their nativity, and, descending upon new 
countries, have conquered and occupied 
them, but history records no such move­ 
ments of t lie human race as are now taking 
place njion this continent among the 
American people. Compared to the human 
tide which is now moving from the rising 
to the setting sun, the greatest of historic 
armies and the large-t migratory move­ 
ments of past ages appear insignificant. 
There arc now living in this country inore 
than 20,000,000 people who have gone out 
from the shadows of the roof-trees of their 
childhood’s homes and

the volume of our country’s population in­ 
creases, this human tide rolling west as­ 
sumes greater proportions.

They have seen in all their towns in the 
East our great clusters of red and purple 
grapes, our luscious peaches, plums, pears 
ano Apricots; 


OUR LARGE JO E Y ORANGES, 
The veritable “Golden Apples of the ITes- 
perides," our purple asd white figs, our 
raisins that rival those from Malaga, and 
they have drank our pure red, white and 
sparkling wines. They have heard that 
here are valleys sheltered from Arctic 
blasts, caressed by balmy w inds from the 
tropics, valleys where there is a succession 
o f golden days and cool sleep-wooing 
eig h ts; valley* where winter is banished 
and in his place there is the vernal green 
of growing grass and waving grain, where 
flowers and the song birds are perennial; 
and they are coming here to find homes 
with us’ 
There are three great railways 
to the north of this State, which are every 
day bringing 1,000 people to the Pacific 
coast.

This description of San Joaquin county 
is intended to guide these jteople to cheap 
lands, where they can have picturesque 
homes, embowered in pomegranate trees 
and orange groves, embanked with rare 
and fragrant flowers, and surrounded bv

orchards and vineyards laden with their 
rich and luscious fruits. There may be 
other spots of earth as rich and attractive 
as this, but there are none richer and more 
attractive. 
The Pacific slope is the brightest terri­ 
torial gem of the continent. 
It is an em- 
Íiire in extent and natural resources. 
It 
us every element that makes wealth, that 
sustains a dense population, that builds 
vast manufactures, that stimulates trade, 
and that creates a far-reaching commerce. 
It has rich soils, immense forests, inex­ 
haustible deposits of the royal an»l useful 
metals, a vast water system, and an incom­ 
parable climate. 
Its geographical loca­ 
tion is most favorable. 
It occupies a semi­ 
tropic zone. 
From its mountain slopes it 
looks down upon the groat peaceful ocean, 
upon whose shores dwell more than one- 
third of the world’s population. The heart 
of this favored region is Northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
A MAONIFCENT AREA. 
The area of the northern half of the 
State is 90,000 square miles, or more than 
57,000,000 acres. It Ls larger than the 
two great States of New York and Penn­ 
sylvania, with a population of 10,000,000. 
It is more than twelve times the size of 
Massachusetts, which has 1,500,000 people. 
It is one-half the size of France, that sup­ 
ports a population of 37,000,000 with in­ 
comparable industries. 
It is larger than 
Italy, whose fertile plains were described 
by Napoleon as the “ granary of the world.” 
Its location leaves nothing to lie desired. 
It lies in the south temperate zone, be­ 
tween the frozen north on the one hand 
and the torrid south on the other. 
It has 
more than 500 miles of coast line, with the 
finest land-locked harbor in the world, 
which, through its Golden Gate, gives free 
water communication to the dense popu­ 
lations of Europe and the untold millions 
of Asia. 
T H E SACRAMENTO RIV ER. 
The great river of the West, the Sacra­ 
mento, washes this area. It has its source 
in the extreme northern part of the State, 
in the great mountain region, and passing 
south, and after receiving the waters of a 
great number of tributaries from the east 
and west, pours then into the bay of San 
Francisco. 
This river furnishes water 
transportation to a large and productive 
area, and its valley is of incomparable 
beauty and fertility, 
It enraptured the 
Spanish explorers and Jesuit fathers in the 
sixteenth century ; it excited the strongest 
admiration of the bold rovers of the seas 
in the seventeenth and eighteenth cen­ 
turies ; it extorted the most extravagant 
praise from the pathfinders and explorers 
in tiie middle of this century, and it made 
the “ argonauts” willing exiles from their 
childhood homes at the commencement of 
the American occupation. Flanking these 
valleys are two high mountain chains. 
On the west is the Coast Range, which 
overlooks the Pacific shores for 500 miles. 
On the east arc the Sierra Nevadas, whose 
pinnacled peaks form the eastern part of 
the State. 
_ 
_ 
This physical confirmation gives every 
topographical feature known 
to earth. 
There arc wide, fertile valleys for him who 
prefers the lower levels; sloping hillsides 
lor the dwellers at the mountain’s feet, 
and deep valleys, canyons, gorges and lofty 
elevations for those who love the lights 
and shailows of great mountains. 


ATTRACTIVE SCENERY. 
No other part of the earth presents a 
wider and more varied panorama 
of beauty and grandeur than this 
garden of the Pacific slope. 
To 
the west the great sea rolls her 
crested waves against beetling 
«■rags and giant dills, or over wide 
stretches of pebbly beaches and 
shores of glistening sands. The 
gently rounded 
domes of the 
Coast Range, and the lofty sum­ 
mits of the Sierras overlook pic­ 
turesque valleys and. forest-parked 
plains. 
Shasta and Lassen, the 
grim sentinels of the north, lift 
their heads into eternal silence, 
just missing the crowns of eternal 
snows. 
T H E GREAT RIVERS 
Flow through the grain-ladened 
valleys, looking like ribbons of 
silver set in cloth of gold. Innum­ 
erable streams, from their sources 
in the 
great mountains, dash 
through narrow gorges, pour in 
gleaming catcra»'ts, down precipit­ 
ous mountain sides and whirl in 
silent eddies at the feet of over­ 
branching forest monarch- Great 
woods darken the mountain sides 
ami green oaks beautify the val­ 
leys. 
The soil of this section is of 
remarkable fertility. In the val­ 
leys of the Sacramento and the 
San Joaquin it was formed at the 
bottom of an immense lake, which 
received the washings and weath­ 
erings from the lofty ranges that 
surrounded it. 
For untold ages 
the potash, the magnesia and 
lime from the weatherings of 
the magnesian lime strata, and 
the soda from tlic deomposed 
vegetation was carried, year after 
year, and deposited in the bottom 
of this inland sea, where it was 
stored up in inexhaustible quan­ 
tities for the uses of the tillers of 
the land in 
later times. 
This 
accounts for the

Judged by the analysis of the 
chemist anti the experience of the 
farmer, there is no richer soil on 
the earth than the alluvium in 
this drained bed of what was 
once the groat inland lake.

A DELTA COUNTY, 
More than three-loiirths of her area hav­ 
ing been formed by the rivers which run 
through or along her borders. The area 
Ls 1,250 square miles, or 800.000 aeres, of 
which two-thirds are valley or Lot: :u 
lands, and one-third uplaiiA-:. ’llu ro is 
less waste land in this county, considering 
its size, than any other portion of the 
I nited States. 
Almost every acre of these 
800,000 acres is adapted to tillage. The 
greater portion is covered with scattering 
oak growths, forming continuous oak parks, 
where “ grove nods at grove.”

northeastern and southwestern portions 
there are a few sections of rolling fo itiiill 
lan»l.

FORE-Y AND OTHER TREES. 
In this great forest hell is the lumber 
supply of this coast for the present and for 
future «'em tirios. In addition to the native 
tree growths tiie settlers, since the Amer­ 
ican occupation, have imported and grown 
a great variety of trees and shrubs. There 
is hardly an ornamental or ti» ful tree of 
the North o. South but can now b - found 
in the tr •»• plantations of this district. 
Here around the homes can be seen rows

They give a 
sparkling fountain at every front door, ver­ 
nal green and bloom to every yard, running 
water in each room of the lions»», and in 
all the corrals, burns and stables. 


MINING AND IRRIGATING DITCHES. 
In the mountains to the east there are 
j many large miring ditches, built in the 
! hey-day of surface mining, niAny miles in 
' length, and which cost great sums of 
money. These ditches run to the edge 
of the valli'y, are in good repair, carry 
many thousands of incites »>f water, and 
can be easily extended jail over the valley 
lands. 
Tiie extension of these ditches 
will be made in the near future, and there 
are now organized several ditch cout- 


And it stays in all its beauty till the dry 
season commences, which is" in June or 
July. 


T H E SUMMER TEMFERATURES 
Are moderated by ocean breezes which 
come up the great valley, and make the 
afternoons delightful. At night the air 
currents are from the higher mountains, 
and are refreshing and invigorating. Of 
the evenings and nights of the Sacramento 
valley no pen nor ]>encil can draw a true 
picture. The clouilltiss starlit sky, the 
mild temperatures that woo to the open 
air of porches, lawns or gardens, the per­ 
vading perfume of a sea of flowers, the 
quiet hum of an infinite variety of insect 
life and the murmur of the foliage of trees 
and groves its it stirs to the caresses of the 
soft night winds—all these beauties, charms 
and glories of semi-tropical nights are be­ 
yond language to portray. 


OUR ITALIAN SKIES. 
Til ere are two hundred and sixty cloud­ 
less days each year in this section, and 
glorious days they are. For months in the 
fall there is one long Indian summer, each 
«lav filled with Hoods of sunlight and warm, 
balmy south winds, and the land is covered 
with the soft autumn haze. 
It is said that 
there are shadings to every bright picture, 
hut the picture of San Joaquin climate has 
few shadows. There are no blizzards, no 
cyclones, no snow, no ice, and there is no 
record of sunstroke in this district.

The views that meet the eye from 
almost any portion of this section are 
most beautiful and grand. 
To the north 
are the two blue converging lines of the 
mountain ranges on either side of the 
parked plains. On the east the Sierras 
rise mass upon mass of mountains to an 
elevation of 12,000 feet. 
To the south is 
the wide valley of the San Joaquin with 
the

“ Those green-robed Senators of mighty 
woods.” Of the beauty of thiscountry and its 
wealth of flowers, General Fremont, in 
the report of his explorations of 1844, 
says: 
“ March 25th.—We traveled for twenty- 
eight miles over the same delightful coun­ 
try as yesterday, and halted in a oeautiful 
bottom at the ford of the Rio de los Muke- 
1 cuines, receiving its name from another

with leaves apparently smaller than usual. 
The California poppy, of a rich orange 
color, was numerous. To-day elk and ante­ 
lope made their appearance. Our road 
was now one continued enjoyment, and it 
was pleasant, riding among tin- assemblage 
of green pastures with varied flowers and 
scattered groves, and out of the warm green 
spring to look at the grand rocky and 
snowy peaks, high above in the distance.” 


FLORAL W EALTH OF SPRING. 
All through the winter and spring there 
is such a floral wealth as no other spot on 
earth can excel. “ Anything more gor­ 
geously beautiful than the display in 
valleys, on uplands, hillside and riverside 
it were impossible for any one to imagine. 
On every side are fields of rich and radiant 
bloom, and you become almost intoxicated 
watching the rainbow colors. 
In places 
there are carnivals of color», in others 
there are flower families where purple, 
blue or crimson dominate.” 
Along the 
streams, hidden under their .bordering 
trees, hung with the heavy ehrtains of 
vines, in the deep shadows, thcro.are masses 
of ferns, wood-mosses, lichens, li iVs, sedges, 
holly-grasses and liverworts.

The timber supply of the San Joaquin 
district is an important advantage in an 


of tall Lombardy poplars, thrifty red and 
blue eucalyptus trees from Australia. 
All 
the palm trees of the tropics, including 
the beautiful fan palm, and the tender date 
and banana palms, grow here. There are 
laurel, lemon, lime, larch, holly, orange, 
olive, 
magnolia, 
myrtle, 
pomegranate, 
tulip and yew trees, forming, with the in­ 
digenous growths, an arboral wealth un­ 
equaled in any one sjmt on earth. There 
is every nut-bearing tree that grows on 
this continent, and they find everything 
congenial to them here. 
Of the indestructible 
materials for 
buildings there are 
fine deposits of 
limestone, sandstone and granite, and 
those beds of clay for fireproof and build­ 
ing brick. Around Stockton and the other 
towns of this county, brick have been ma«le 
for more than a third of a century. Owing 
to the materials for brick being contiguous 
to such quantities of good and low-priced 
fuel, brick are made and sold at low prices, 
and they have been largely used in build­ 
ing. All these lasting materials for build­ 
ings can be had us cheap as anywhere on 
this coast.

AN IM PORTANT WORK. 
One of the most important of these en­ 
terprises is the “ Mokelumne Ditch and 
Irrigating Company.” The Directors of tho 
company are the Hon. B. F. Langford, E. 
A. Beardsley, Charles W. McMasters, J. 
M. Logsden and E. W. Fairchild. 
There 
is plenty of water in the Mokelumne river 
at all seasons of the year ; at low water the 
(low is nearly 1,500 cubic feet per second, 
and in .1 une it is 3,300 cubic feet per sec­ 
ond. The width of this canal will be 30 
feet on the bottom and 45 feet on the sur­ 
face, and the depth six feet. This will carrv 
water to irrigate all the land north anil 
south of the Mokelumne river, comprising 
150,000 acres. 
It will make a garden 
of northern 
San Joaquin, and cover 
it with orchards, vineyards, vegetable and 
alfalfa fields. 
It will double an»l <juad- 
ruple the producing capacity of this al­ 
ready fertile region. 
The great navigable rivers, the moun­ 
tain streams, the springs, wells, flowing 
wells and irrigaftng ditches give this sec­ 
tion an unexcelled water svstem. 
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A N e v e r -C e n s in g S u p p ly o f W a t e r f o r a ll

No portion of this continent is favored ' 
with a better system of water than San 1

Around 
Stockton there are from fifteen to twenty 
flowing wells, that furnish from 190,000 t">

< aliforuia and Oregon road. At 
Lathrop it connects with the 
Southern Pacific to the Cotton 
Mates of the Gulf. There 
are

FLORA OF T H E WARM SOUTH. 
We still cling to the names of the sea­ 
sons, which we brought from cold coun­ 
tries. 
We speak of December, January 
and February as winter, although in tho-e 
months the whole country wears the vernal 
bloom of spring, and every valley and liiil- 
siile is covered with a floral display rich in 
every color of the rainbow. There is no 
winter; spring and autumn fill the whole 
year. 
With the first warm showers of Oc­ 
tober “ spring unlocks the flowers to paint 
the laughing soil.” Then

PRODUCTIONS. 


I m m e n s e Y ie ld s o f C e r e a ls , V e g e ta b le s . 
F r u its o f a ll K in d s , E tc . 
The pro«luctions of this section are of 
the most varied character. They embrace 
everything that grows in the cold North 
and in the hot South. The warm days 
and the cool nights the year around make 
this a common ground where the children 
of the North and South meet and fraternize. 
Wheat from the high altitudes and lati­ 
tudes meets the rice from the South, and 
they grow side by side. 
The Silicrian 
crap apple and pomegranate are produced 
in the same field. By the side of the Nor- 
wyy pine, 
“ The fragrant orange flowers 
Fall to earth in silver showers.” 


The oak that braves the fiercest Arctic 
blast, and the palm that is wooed to life by 
soft winds anti warm sunlight, grow to 
luxuriance, and together interlace their 
branches. 
Every fruit anil flower that has 
its home from the snow regions of the frigid 
zones to the everglades of the tropics flou­ 
rishes in the open air here. 


W HEAT PRODUCTIONS, ETC. 
There are great wheat ranches that em­ 
ploy scores of men and teams in seed time 
and harvest. There are vegetable farms 
that produce train loads of vegetables, 
great fields of corn, orchards with every 
kind of tree fruit, aud vineyards with all 
the varieties of grapes which grow from 
the inhospitable Baltic coast to the deli­ 
cate varieties of the warm and wooing 
Mediteraanean. The experiences in agri­ 
culture and horticulture run back before 
the days of gold in the 40’s. 
In that l»ing 
time the capacities of the soil and climate 
have been pretty thoroughly demonstra­ 
ted. 
It has been shown that wheat, oats 
and barely are certain and remunerative 
crops, that the yield per acre Ls fully twice 
as much as the average yield in the East­ 
ern States. Corn has been grown with 
great success. 


ALL KINDS OF VEGETABLES 
Are produced of superior quality nnd in 
quantities above the average, on alluvial 
ground tii'ar the streams, or where irriga­ 
tion is used. Several crops of vegetables 
aiv grown each year. There is no month 
of the year but wluit some kinil of vegeta­ 
ble matures here. 
As bearing upon this 
question of a succession of crops, through 
the year and upon the market for these 
products, the fact that from Novemlicr to 
June immense (quantities of vegetables are 
shippetl to every town of size west of the 
Missouri river, between the British do­ 
minions on the north and the republic of 
Mexico on the south. 
New Orleans. San 
Antonio, Austin and Sherman order them 
by the carload. Most of the towns iti 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and Minnesota 
buy and eat our vegetables during those 
months. 
SUPPLYING TH E EAST. 
This [last season train-load lots of vege­ 
tables were shipped to Chicago, Cleveland 
and Cincinnati to th«* end cf May. 
Little 
has been said of this demand for California 
vegetables but it is true,however, that the 
volume of these shipments is greater than 
the shipments of our fruit. The demand 
has doubled each year for the past three or 
four years, and there can le no doubt that 
all the vegetables possible to her .i-ed here 
will bring remunerative prices. There is 
probably no branch of farming that pays 
better than vegetable-growing. A small 
quantity of land only is required, and in 
ninety days after the first si»d is planted 
something of a return may be realized. 


FRUIT-GROWING. 


P r o tits f r o m T h is Im lu n tr y a s M iew ii by 
V a rie d K x p e rie n c c s. 
Small fruit-growing has been successfully 
engaged in in this district, and it is espe­ 
cially adapted to people of small means. 
Five to ten acres of land is all that can be 
managed to advantage. There are many 
families now here who make good livings 
from five acres of strawberries, blackberries 
or raspberries. 
With judgment in the 
selection of soils and with skill and in­ 
dustry in cultivation and marketing, from 
$200 to $400 worth of berries per acre can 
be relied upon. The returns from thi- 
branch of horticulture can be realized 
much sooner than from tree fruits. 


TH E EARLY FRUITS. 
Fruit-growing dates back to the early 
days of the American occupation. Almos, 
the fin»t thing done by the settler was to 
plant out fruit trees anil vines. Ali vane 
tits of fruit trees were planted, and , 
the most statisfactory results. Apples ci 
good size and flavor are grown even in the 
valleys, but on the foothills, to an altitude 
of 3,000 feet, the best apples are grow n . 
Every variety of peach is grown on the 
valley soils, on the rolling lands, and on 
the slopes of the foothills, and they cannot 
be excelled in any country for the quantity 
and cjualitv of the yield. Tiie same may 
be saul of the production of pears, plums, 
prunes, cherries, apricots and nectarines. 
All these are grown with the 


GREATEST SUCCESS 
And pecuniary profit in San Joaquin 
county, and the orchard products are in 
demand in all the vast country from the 
eastern base of the Sierra Nevada to the 
Atlantic ocean. The sixty million people 
of the East are buying and eating our 
fruits, and the seventy millions of the next 
census will demand them, and the ninety 
millions of the next succeeding census will 
make a still further demand, and so on till 
the population of the country demands 
more than this coast can produce. 


CITRUS 
AND 
OTHER CHOICE 
PRODUCTS. 
It should be borne in mind that, so far 
as lias been demonstrated, there is no other 
portion of the United ¡átate» which can 
produce good wines,' raisins, olives, olive 
oil, figs, prunes, oranges, lemons or limes. 
Florida has produced citrus fruits to a con­ 
siderable extent, but tiie v. inters there 
seent to be such as to make the production 
uncertain and the business hazardous, iff 
all these art ieles we are large importers; we 
consume much more ol them than we pro­ 
duce. and sound economy demands that we 
produce all that we consume, at least. 
With these facts in view, there seems no 
reason to fear a lack of markets for all 
of those products that all the home-seeker» 
who mav come here for the next fifty years 
can proiluee. 


TH E PRICES OF LAND 
In this district are remarkably low, con 
sidering the fertility of thesoil, the abund­ 
ance of timber and water, the pleasure anil 
profit of the wiuterless climate, the means 
of transportation and the profit which can 
be made from the land. Relatively, these 
lands are as cheap or cheaper than in other 
parts of tin* State. On the rich alluvial 
lands the prices range from $40 to $100 per 
acre, and when put out to vegetables, small 
fruits, orchards or vinevards these lands 
will 


PAY T H E PURCHASE PRICE IN ONE VEAR* 
The lands of the brown soils can be had 
from $40 to $80 per acre, and are exceed­ 
ingly cheap at these figures. On the foot­ 
hill slopes and in the foothill valleys land 
is much cheaper. It is a fact as true as 
holy writ that the best iand is the 
cheapest at any price. 
Ten acres of first- 
class land is worth more, than 100 acres of 
third-class land. Buy the best wherever 
it is to he had, regardless of locality, but 
l>e sure that there are markets and trans­ 
portation. 


CHOICE VINEYARD LANDS. 
There 1» no better vineyard land than 
that of Han Joaquin county. It is now 
inore than a third of a century since the 
first vineyards were planted, and through 
all that time these old vineyards have 
grown and produce»! great crops of grapes. 
1 he first vines were the Mission variety 
and after 35 years are still to be seen, 
its strong, vigorous and prolific as ever. 
Since the American occupation in 1847-8 
t here have been a large number of vine­ 
yards of the belter varieties of grapes set 
<mt on all the different varieties of soil in 
this di»trict. 
The El I’inal \ ineyard, owned by the 
West Bros., is one of the most famous in 
the Htate. 
It is many yeais since the first 
vines of this vineyard were planted, and 
they show a luxuriant growth and are 
prolific and continuous bearers. The wine 
and brandy from this vineyard has a na­ 
tional reputation second' to none. The 
Messrs. West are among the most intelli­ 
gent grape-gT.iwers and wine makers of the 
coast, and are entitled to great praise for 
their efforts in demonstrating the capacity 
of these soils for vineyards. 
There are many other vineyards in the 
county which for years have made a golden 
return for the labor bestowed upon them 


T üere is hardly a farm in the county or 
house and lot in the towns but what has a 
greater or less number of vines, and in all 
cases where proper care lias been bestowed 
they have borne large crops each year. 
There is no uncertainty concerning the 
future of vine-growing in .San Joaquin. 


STOCK-GROWING. 
Is an important industry in this section. 
There is no part of the United States 
where there are liner horses, cattle, sheep 
and swine tlian San Joaquin county can 
show. 
No money has been spared in in­ 
troducing the best blood and in improving 
it whern introduced. 
A deseriptionof the 
finestock of this section would fill a book, 
therefore itis beyond the limit of an article 
of this character. 
It is safe to say that in 
every branch of agriculture and horti­ 
culture

The" improvements already made attest 
the fertility of the soil and the favoring 
oonditions of the climate.

The flouring mills are 
among the largest of the State. 
The two 
mills, Sperry A Co., and the Crown Mills, 
turn out nearly 3,000 barrels of flour daily, 
and their brands are favorably known 
wherever bread is eaten in the world. 


T H E COMBINED HARVESTER WORKS, 
A cut of which is given, have worked a 
revolution in the production of cereals on 
the Coast. 
Ten years ago it cost from $3 
to f4 per acre to harvest and thrash an 
acre of wheat or barley. Through the 
efforts of the managers of these works, the 
cost has now been reduced to less than one- 
half that amount. 
If tire farmer owns the 
combined harvester and the horses, he can 
put the wheat in the sacks for 25 cents per 
acre, exclusive of the cost of sacks. In a con­ 
test with the cheap wheat of India and the 
Black sea, this reduced cost of harvesting 
ha3 saved this great industry from extinc­ 
tion. 
The projectors of these works—L. 
U. Shippce, B. F. Langford, R. C. Sargent 
and Dr. Grattan—deserve the gratitude of 
the people of the State for their labors in 
behalf of the grain-growing interests of 
this coast. 


TH E BUSINESS TORTION OF STOCKTON 
Is composed of substantial brick and stone 
blocks, and presents an imposing appear­ 
ance. 
There are many blocks which, for 
size, cost and architectural beauty, would 
be ornaments to the great cities of the 
country. 
TH E RESIDENCE TORTION 
Contains many charming places—models 
of beauty, taste and elegance. The yards 
and lawns are large, and are filled with 
choice trees, flowing shrubbery and semi- 
tropical flowers.

Army .Encampment. 
Sixteen .States and twenty-six organiza­ 
tions ware represented in the Convention, 
and the National Women’s Relief Corps 
was formed, and the first officers elected as 
follows:

Cassini passed under the wire sev­ 
eral lengths ahead of her rival, but she was 
unable to stop her horse, who plunged 
madly around the track a second time with 
the bit in lus teeth. 
The horse seemed to 
be wild, and continued on around the 
track, while the men shouted to stop him, 
and encouraged Mile. Cassini to keep in 
the saddle. 
As the horse passed the judges’ stand for 
the fifth time it was evident that its rider 
was losing strength, 
llcr blue-silk jockey 
cap fell off and her long brown hair 
straightened out behind her head like a 
vail. 
On his seventh round the horse, too, 
showed signs of falling. 
He was not 
stopped until he had run three and a quar­ 
ter miles. 
Mile. Cassini was lifted from the saddle, 
and the crowd cheered. 
Her habit was 
flecked with blood from her lips, and her 
finger tips were blue. 
In an hour she was 
abb* to walk. 
Several women fainted from 
excitement while she was being carried 
about the track by her mad hor»e. Zampa 
was raised by D. D. Withers, and raced 
under his colors for two years.—Philadel­ 
phia Bulletin. 


A W a s t e P r o d u c t U t i l i z e d .—A new 
British industry is the preparation of basic 
slag for agricultural manure. 
The mate­ 
rial is pulverized by machinery to such an 
extent that the finished product will pass 
through a sieve of 10.O00 holes to the 
square inch. 
The fertilizing properties of 
this slag are due to the laiye p’ 
of iron and phosphoric acid which it con­ 
tains. 


The idea of putting monkeys to work 
seems to have been accomplished in Brazil, 
where, according to a re p o r t from Rio 
Janeiro, twenty of these animals have been 
successfully trained to cut hemp pjj ¡j large 
hemp farm. 


ASIIES AS A FERTILIZER.

S c ie n tific T est. 
The value of wood ashes for fertilizing 
are shown by analyses furnished by Prof. 
R. C. Kedzie of the Agricultural College 
of Michigan. 
Professor Kedzie says: 
When we consider how large an amount 
of vegetable matter is represented by a 
small amount of ash, the value of wood 
ashes for manure becomes evident. 
Thus 
ten pounds of ash remains from the com­ 
bustion of a cord of soft wood. 
One hun­ 
dred pounds of ash represent the mineral 
matter of eighty-five bushels of wheat, 
eighty-five bushels of com or a ton of tim­ 
othy hay. 
Eleven tons of gooseberries, 
grapes, blackberries, peaches or apples 
would each contain only 100 pounds of 
ash. 
Seven tons of cherries, plums or 
raspberries contain only 100 pounds of 
mineral matter. 
This gives some idea of the large amount 
of farm or orchard produce which will be 
represented by a small weight of mineral 
matter. 
But small as is the amount of 
ash, it is indis(>en.sable for the production 
of these crops, and must lie present in the 
soil in available form before profitable cul­ 
tivation is possible. 
If any soil is naturally deficient in any 
of the ash constituents, or has been impov­ 
erished by excessive cropping, the restora­ 
tion of these materials in the form of wood 
ashes appears to be the natural and safe 
process, because they contain all the min­ 
erals of vegetable growth. 
Hard wood ashes were taken from my 
kitchen stove, the fuel being a mixture of 
beech and hard maple. 
Small fragments 
of charcoal were scattered through the 
ashes, and a little sand from dirt adhering 
to the wood. Ninety-three per cent, was 
soluble in dilute hydrochloric acid; the 
potash constituted twelve and a half per 
cent, and phosphoric acid six per cent. 
One hundred pounds are worth $1. 
_ I have just received a letter from a very 
intelligent fruit-grower in which he says: 
“ I cau get pure, dry iiard wood ashes’ at 
$3 20 per ton here, and the same mixed 
with fish offal, half and half, at $5 per ton. 
W hich is the best for pears, apples, grapes 
and berries, ‘ fine raw bone’ at $38, or pure 
ashes, or ashes and fish offal ?” 
My an­ 
swer is: “ Whatever you neglect to buy, 
do not fail to buy all the hard wood ashes 
your means will allow or your land needs, 
when you can get them for ?3 20 a ton. If 
a man offers to sell you gold for the price 
of silver, buy the gold and sell it not. 
Leached ashes were taken from a tan­ 
nery in Lansing, the leaching having been 
carried as far as it was profitable. Eighty- 
nine per cent, soluble in acid. 
The pot­ 
ash was 1-6 per cent, and phosphoric acid 
6.8 per cent. 
Value of 100, 52 cents. 
If leached ashes are of enough value to 
be bought in car loads in Michigan and 
carried by rail to Buffalo to make commer­ 
cial manures for Michigan farmers, then 
they are valuable enough to be used as 
manures at home, where they cost little 
or nothing, and the expense of double 
transportation is saved. 
Soft wood ashes were obtained from the 
ash pit of a planing mill in Lansing, being 
the ashes from planings of pine, hemlock, 
fir and basswood lumber, with some soft 
coal ashes mixed in. 
It represents the 
ashes from sawmill and planing mill fur­ 
naces. 
Fifty per cent, of the ashes were 
soluble in acid, and so much soluble silica 
was in the ashes that, when treated with 
acid, it formed a jelly-like mass of precipi­ 
tated silica, twelve per cent, potash and 
four per cent, phosphoric acid. 
One hun­ 
dred pounds are worth 84 cents. 
I may say in general terms that the 
ashes of wood and land plants of every 
kind are of value as manure on every kind 
of soil which has beon reduced by crop­ 
ping ; but the greatest benefit is shown 
upon sandy and porous soils. 
On these 
“ light soils” crops of every kind, but 
especially root crops and corn, will be 
benefited by a dressing of wood ashes. 
Fruit trees and fruit-bearing plants having 
a woody structure will be benefited by 
wood asíies. 
Thirty to fifty bushels to the 
acre, of fresh ashes, will be a full dressing, 
and three or four times that amount of 
leached ashes may be applied with perma­ 
nent benefit.”

T he A m erica's Cup. 
The America’s cup that has become fa­ 
mous on two continents, is not what may 
he called a handsome trophy, although its 
age and the memories of the great marine 
battles fought for its possession, render it 
extremely valuable to yachtsmen, and es­ 
pecially American yachtsmen, who have 
successlully defended it for thirty-six years. 
As the “ One H undred Guinea ” cup it 
wrs originally offered by the Royal Yacht 
Squadron at their annual regatta off’ the 
Isle of W ight in August, 1851. 
The cup was won by the American 
schooner America, Commodore John C. 
Stevens, sailing against two cutters and 
eight schooners, over a sixty-mile course, 
in lOh. 35m., and beating the next vessel, 
the cutter Aurora, 
20m. 
Commodore 
Stevens on Ju ly 8, 1857, presented the cup 
to tlio New York Y acht Club as a per­ 
petual challenge cup. 
The subsequent races were all sailed in 
American waters, as follows: 
August 
8, 
1870—Schooner Cambria, 
Royal Y acht Squadron, against fifteen 
American schooners. 
The Maggie won bv 
30m. 12s. 
October 16, 
1871—Schooner Livonia 
against the center-board schooner Colum­ 
bia, the latter won by 27m. 14s. 
October 18, 1871—Livonia against Co­ 
lumbia, the latter won by 8m. 
October 19, 1871— Livonia against Co­ 
lumbia, latter broke her steering gear, and 
was beaten 15m. 10s. 
October 21,1871—Livonia against Sap­ 
pho, latter won by 30m. 21s. 
October 23, 1871—Sappho heat Livonia, 
25m. 27s. 
August 11, 1876—Schooner Countess of 
Duflerin against schooner Madeline, latter 
won by 10m. 59s. 
August 12, 1876— Madeline lieat the 
Countess of Duflerin 27m. 2s. 
November 9, 1881—Sloop M ischief beat 
Canadian sloop A talanta 28m. 30.5 s. 
November 10, 1881—M ischief beat A ta­ 
lanta 38m.

N othing has created greater indignation 
for many months in this community than 
the news that a local “ pot-hunter ” has 
been offering for sale the meat of an elk. 
There seems to he an utter disregard of the 
law on the part of those following this 
calling, and this last act is another ex­ 
ample of the many outrages against the 
game laws of this State that have been for 
years openly perpetrated in this county. 
Antelope meat has been sold in Bakersfield 
every winter for the past ten years. 
Deer 
meat is offered for sale in every town in the 
county just the same in as out of the sea­ 
son, with no attem pt at secrecy. Elk jerky 
has been hawked about the streets of 
Bakersfield and Sumner by cheeky and 
seedy peddlers. 
No hunter conceals the 
fact th at he is killing deer for their hides 
when he is going into the business. There 
is no law in the State that is so great a farce 
as its game laws. 
Every year, months 
before the opening of the Legislature, 
statistics arc carefully made up from the 
reports of those interested in the different 
counties in the preservation of game; they 
are thoroughly di geste» 1 by committees 
who have the good of the cause at heart, 
only to be repeatedly broken by a class of 
men who never have anything to show for 
their transgressions. 
F’rom a sporting 
standpoint there is no more credit in kill­ 
ing an elk in the Buena Vista hills than 
there would he in shooting a steer belong­ 
ing to M iller & Lux, among whose cattle 
they run. 
The little hand there, which is 
the last of its kind in this State, waters 
every day within sight of the Buena Vista 
farm buildings, and 
are 
as carefully 
watched by Mr. Briggs and his employes 
as the cattle under his charge. 
It is a 
satisfaction to know that this outrage has 
been reported to the State Sporting Asso­ 
ciation and th at it will probably cost the 
law-breaker 
more 
than the combined 
cam ines from all his acts of this kind.— 
Bakersfield Echo.

W hitew ashing O ra n g e T re e s. 
H ere is what a Florida orange grower 
has to say of the value of whitewash ap­ 
plied to the trunk of an orange tre e : 
“ In 
the spring of 1885 we noticed that consid­ 
erable moss was growing on the body of 
the orange trees and increasing. 
We also 
heard of the foot-rot in manv groves, 
which was alarming growers, and thev 
werevhuying the right to use a wash as *a 
cure and preventive. 
W e declined offers 
of that kind, and made a thin whitewash 
of lime, adding a handful of flour of sul­ 
phur to the pail of whitewash, and applied 
it to the body with a whitewash brush, 
after brushing off the moss with a stiff 
broom, 
llie old growers said we would 
make the trees hide-bound and injure the 
growth. 
4\ e found the trees a vear later 
with clean, bright hark, without*any moss 
and very thrifty. 
Last winter we gave 
them another whitewashing, not because 
they were not clean, hut as a protection 
against possible frost. We have confidence 
in whitewashing all fruit trees once in two 
or three years, in the winter months.” 
Occasionally a little moss is met with in 
California orange groves, but our orcliard- 
ists ¡«refer to use a wash of soap-suds, 
using whale-oil soap, anil wo have found 
this very efficient in cleaning the trees.— 
Rural Californian. 
No moss whatever is to be found on the 
orange trees growing in the dry, salubrious 
atmosphere 
of 
Central 
California 
interior 
and 
foothills, 
and the 
black 
smut which 
infests 
orange 
trees 
in 
Southern 
California im mediately disap­ 
pears as soon 
as 
Southern 
California 
stock is transplanted in our foothills, the 
natural home ot the orange, and where the 
fruit ripens from two to three months 
earlier than at Los Angeles and Riverside. 


An E astern View o l C alifornia. 
California has not only enjoyed the best 
year for fruit ever known in the history of 
the State, hut it is now happy also over an 
unprecedented rush of travel from the 
East. 
The Pacific Coast real estate boom 
is evidently drawing many visitors who 
have an eye to money-making, whilo the 
sight-seers and seekers for health are more 
numerous than ever. 
It is not strange 
th at Californians should feel greatly en­ 
couraged to find their wonderful resources 
of soil, climate aud varied productions 
coming under the eye of more people than 
at any former period. 
For a State so vast 
in area, so richly endowed and so well 
advertised in its infancy, California has 
acquired a very small population in the 
thirty-three years of its history as a mem­ 
ber of the Union. 
Kansas is far more 
populous, with half the area and no such 
natural advantages. 
Distance from the 
centers of population in Europe and the 
Eastern States has been the one great 
drawback to Californian progress, and if 
enough visitors will only cross the moun­ 
tains for even brief tours, the future of the 
Pacific Coast’s oldest and most famous di­ 
vision will he assured.— Clevdand Reader 
and Herald. 


T he In d ian G reen Corn D ance. 
The great religious service of the year is 
known as the “ buskin season” or green 
corn dance. 
Not an Indian eats a grain of 
corn until after the celebration. 
The men 
prepare for this by a system of purifica­ 
tion, eating of hitter herbs and taking med­ 
icine. 
This sometimes makes them very 
sick, hut it is always rigidly adhered to. 
On a certain appointed day all the tribes 
gather together in one place, and a sacri­ 
fice of thanksgiving is offered to the Great 
Father in the burning of a fish, the heart 
of a deer and an ear of com. 
Then the 
dance begins. 
There are separate dances 
for the _ men aud the women, and another 
dance is participated in by all. 
In the 
last dance the inner circle is for women, 
the next for men, and the outer one for 
strangers. These lines are strictly watched 
and any unwary stranger, who, in his curi­ 
osity, oversteps the line, is immediately 
besieged until he pays one dollar or an 
equivalent. 
The dance is kept up during 
the entire day, and at night, tired and 
happy, all return to their home.—Kansas 
City Times. 


T h e M o o n -a n d t h e W e a th e r .— Dur­ 
ing a long storm, jiersons who are well 
versed in weather lore are often heard to 
console themselves with the prediction 
that there will he a change of weather 
when the moon changes. 
Nasmyth and 
Carpenter characterizes as a popular error, 
in its most absurd form, this belief that the 
gradual turning of the moon’s face toward 
aud away from the sun could, at certain 
points upset the existing condition of o u r. 
atmosphere, generate clouds and jiourdown 
rain. 
In England (and the same may he 
said of America), the weather changes 
about every thiee days, and there is a 
change of the moon every seven days, so 
that many coincidences must occur. Those 
who believe that “ the moon rnles the 
weather ’ always credit such coincidences 
to lunar influence. 
But the theory is un­ 
tenable unless it applies to every case, and 
unless the same effect is always produced 
by the same cause. 
To suppose that a 
change of the moon will turn dry weather 
to wet or wet to dry indiscriminately is the 
merest childishness, and contrary to all 
meteorological records.— Popular Science 
Monthly. 


“H id in g H e a r ts .”— Progressive euchre, 
which has been the fashionable domestic 
game in cards for several years, is fast be­ 
ing superseded by a new fad called “ H id­ 
ing H earts.”

ETJBOPEAKIZIKQ AMEBICA. 


Rev. J. Coleman Adams, in the October 
Forum, answers the question negatively 
‘‘Is America Europeanizing?" H is reasons 
are stated with force and boldness. 
Ad­ 
m itting that the country is beset with 
perils, he still believes that our absorbent 
capacity will prevent foreignism from de­ 
veloping great strength; that an alien can­ 
not live here six months without the pro 
cess of shedding the foreign shell begin­ 
ning. 
W hile Mr. Adama does not ignore the 
A narchist and Socialist, and the vicious 
and lazy classes that talk and plot against 
order ; nor yet the discontented who fly to 
new preachers of political and social ab­ 
surdities, nor the dangers of actual social 
trouble that may shake the foundations of 
society and im peril order and law, he 
nevertheless lielieves the republic to be 
Safe.’ and its institutions able to withstand 
the storms that now threaten, and all that 
may approach ; because, despite the foreign 
income, America remains American, and 
the intelligent foreigner becomes American 
fully and wholly. 
All the influences of 
Anarchism, he points out, failed to accom­ 
plish results at the ballot-box in Chicago— 
a fact to which we think he attaches too 
much importance, in view of the rem ark­ 
able readiness of the demagogues and mere 
politicians to give comfort to the Socialistic 
element, in the hope of making it a means 
to the attainm ent of their selfish ends. 
It is true that the nation remains loyal 
to its fundamental ideas, and that “ the 
powerful influences which operate upon 
the immigration tide, tend to modify it 
and assimilate it to tho ways of thinking 
nnd behaving characteristic of this coun­ 
try.” 
But it is likewise true that a very 
considerable portion adheres to the hatred 
of all restraint, which they import, and 
th at this element has w ithin the last ten 
years remarkably increased, numerically 
and in boldness. 
The essayist holds that 
the most stubborn of this revolutionary 
class arc roduccd in a generation to con­ 
formity to Americanism. 
We have not, 
however, had a generation of experience 
in that direction, and Mr. Adams’ hope­ 
fulness rather than fact, is the basis of biH 
argument. 
Certainly, the civil war was a 
searching test of loyalty to the American 
idea, hut it was not then assailed by ap­ 
peals to the greed and the poverty of the 
discontented. 
The growth of the leinperance sentim ent 
is cited as an instance of the overcoming 
of foreign prejudices, States with an im ­ 
mense voting foreign population having 
declared in favor of restriction of the li­ 
quor traffic, in one form or another. 
But 
Mr. Adams overlooks the fact that the So­ 
cialist element is favorable to the interfer­ 
ence liy the State in all such matters, and 
preaches it as a fundamental doctrine. We 
are willing to concede that the ballot and 
it suhstructnral principle, “ liberty with re­ 
sponsibility.” is the foundation of freedom, 
since “ the way to beget trustworthiness is 
to impose a trust.” 
But the American 
sentim ent to which he largely pins his 
faith, Is very strongly inclined to put a 
lim itation upon the exercise of sovereignty, 
and measure it by capacity to intelligently 
administer it, and disagrees with the idea 
advanced, that the participation of the 
ignorant with the intelligent in governing 
is an indispensable agent in Americanizing 
America. 
Mr. Adams takes issue point-blank with 
the generally accepted doctrine that there 
is grave peril in the massing of the igno­ 
rant and vicious in cities, and that rural 
life is the greater conservator of free insti­ 
tutions. 
The reason advanced is that this 
massing brings the dangerous classes more 
directly within the influence of progressive 
idea-", the press, the cluli, the lecture hall 
and the political meetings, and thus the 
currents of city life drift tho people for­ 
ward. 
There is one conclusion arrived at 
upon this line of reasoning, to which there 
will be no dissent—that the safety and 
hope of municipal governments resides in 
the principle of local self-government, as 
opposed to the turning of city management 
over to the legislation of rural populations. 
This is in liue with the doctrine the R e c - 
ORD-Union has constantly maintained, 
that the closer government Ls brought to 
the people the safer and better for it and 
them. 
One-lialf or more of the ills of 
municipal misgovernment and uneconomic 
administration in California has been due 
to the effort of the Legislature to govern 
the cities directly. 
We are convinced, 
however, that beyond this Mr. Adams over­ 
estimates the virtue of ” the disciplino of 
responsibility.” 
The influence of the public schools 
as 
a 
vigorous force 
in 
the trans­ 
formation of the alien into an Amer­ 
ican, 
is 
another factor 
upon 
which 
the essayist 
dwells 
at 
length. 
He 
gives no thought, however, to the un­ 
disguised and persistent 
etfort to 
en­ 
croach upon the system and to denotn- 
inations.lize the schools. 
As a m atter of 
fact, this in some States has made alarming 
progress, and in at least one some millions 
of public money go to the support of 
church educational institutions under the 
guise of charities and on the plea that 
these institutions relieve the public school 
system of a portion of its burdens. 
In 
truth, that is precisely w hat is not desired. 
It is a dangerous doctrine that maintains 
the plea for aid of private institutions out 
of publi • funds because those they educate 
are taken from the public schools. 
Mr. 
Adams has nothing to say whatever con­ 
cerning the influences that have l>een so 
potent in attaching to the school system 


teaching distinctively for children of for­ 
eign parentage, concerning which Dr. Mc- 
Glynn recently entered a vigorous protest 
in his paper in the Forth American Review. 
The work of the Christian churches in 
America is the final potential influence the 
essayist cites operating to Americanize 
our aliens. 
The Sunday-schools, he says, 
encounter the warmest opposition of the 
Socialistic population, becauso they fear 
their influence as antagonistic to alienism 
and anarchy. 
W hile not disposed to underestimate any 
of the arguments advanced by Mr. Adams, 
we are still convinced that there is ampde 
reason for more of watchfulness and vigor 
on the part of true friends of the American 
system. 
As Mr. Adams himself says, the 
sectarian in place of the common school 
would foster the worst form of caste spirit; 
the greatest peril to our institutions is the 
danger that we may neglect, if not abandon, 
the principle of local self-government; that 
the perils besetting our system are such 
as call for watchfulness, nerve, courage 
and endurance ; that the neglect of partici­ 
pation in government activity hv the in­ 
telligent classes is as much a menace as 
the assaults of the ignorant, led astray by 
socialism, anarchism and other doctrines 
that tend to erect classes and define them 
by the measure of reward secured by in­ 
dustry, or lost by improvidence and vicious 
habits. 
If we may p it one clergyman against 
another in this debate, we must accord 
greater weight to the views of Rev. Dr. 
Strong, than Rev. Mr. Adams. The former 
reviewing the same field, believes with 
Matthew Arnold that “America holds tho 
future,” but he is alive to the perils visi­ 
ble upon the national horizon. 
These are 
manifest in the drift of the pauper and 
criminal classes from Europe to America* 
and out of which spring the greater por­ 
tion of our criminals. T hat immigration 
unrestrained is the mother and nurse of 
Americans socialism, the doctor is as con­ 
vinced as that its tendency to cities gives 
them largely their political complexion. 
Unselected it carries foreign nationality as 
a distinct factor into our politics, and gives 
us a hyphenated Americanism, wholly for­ 
eign to the fundamental idea of the Ameri­ 
can institution. 
Dr. Strong points to the 
tendiijiey of the European elements to con­ 
centrate as very dangerous, since such ag­ 
gregation puts the strain in one direction 
only upon our social and political fabric, 
which would bear it more easily if dis­ 
tributed. The local self-government, upon 
which Mr. Adams dwells with such con­ 
tent. Dr. Strong paints out must needs, if 
effectual for good, imply close relations 
between man and man, a measure of sym­ 
pathy and a community of ideas, all which 
Europeanism opposes, and which become 
slower and slower in activity as the pro­ 
portion 
of 
Europeanism 
increases 
in 
America. 
Mr. Beecher having hopefully said of 
this subject, that when the lion eats an ox 
the fix becomes lion, leads Dr. Strong to 
.jaestion the illustrative character of the 
psrable. “ The lion,” he says, “ happily has 
¡ a instinct controlled by an unfailing law 
which determines what and when, and 
fcow much he shall eat. 
If that instinct 
should fail, and he should some day eat a 
badly diseased ox, or should very much 
o fereat, we m ight have on oar hands a 
vsrv sick lion. 
I can even conceive that 
uixler such conditions the 
ignoble ox 
might slay the king of beasts. 
* * * 
T i t lion w ithout being consulted as to 
time, quantity or quality, is having the 
fo<id thrust down his throat, and his only 
al ternative is, digest or die.” 


MR. DONNELLY ECLIPSED. 


Mr. Ignatus Donnelly has contrived to 
re-awaken the Shakespeare-Bacon contro- 
vciay most effectually. 
H is claim of a 
cipher in the text disclosing the author­ 
ship of the plays of Shakespeare that credits 
it to Francis Bacon, has, for the most 
part, been received with very littlo favor. 
Tin*.better Shakespeareian scholars have 
not been content with denying his premises 
and questioning his conclusions. They 
hav>s ridiculed the method of his reason­ 
ing and made “ pitch and toss” sport of 
hio iogic, and have even referred with dis­ 
paragement to the intellectual capacity of 
the ex-Congressman. 
There comes now 
u[Kin the field a new Baconian advocate— 
a brace of them indeed—who so far eelijise 
?.Ir, Donnelly in the wonderful character 
of their “ discoveries,” th at he and his con­ 
fused ciphers of the text will drop out of 
sight and he whelmed in the astonishing 
boldness of the new theories. 
In the October Korth American Review, 
Hugo Black projects into the controversy 
the claim of discovery of a cipher in the 
epitaph upon Shakespeare’s tomb clearly 
and explicitly crediting the authorship of 
the plays to Bacon. 
The lines according 
to K night’s edition are in this form :

Mr. Black takes the position that the 
epitaph was unworthy either Bacon or 
Shakespeare as a literary production, since 
it is doggerel. 
It was written then for a 
purpose, and that purpose included the 
imission of Shakespeare’s name, a fact 
leemed remarkable by Knight, De Quin- 
cey and many others. 
But the capital 
letters near the end of the first and second 
lines contain all those of the name except 
two. 
This led Illack to look into Bacon’s 
cipher, omnia per omnia, described in I>c 
Augmentis for the key to the mystery of 
the peculiar arrangement and lettering of 
the epitaph. 
lie quotes Bacon's explan­ 
ation of the cyptograph, which is based on 
the cipher having a significant and a non­ 
significant alphabet, that the searcher may­ 
be blinded by mistaking the latter for the 
true cipher, when really there is one within 
In Bacon’s biliteral alphabet only A and 
B are used, hut by repetition of these let­ 
ters and the perm utative positions they 
may be made to occupy, the entire alpha­ 
bet can he expressed. 
T h u s:

! pher, and the ease with which it may be 
cxamiued, render it unnecessary to further

Bacon u-ed also two alphabets, 
i one Roman and one ita lic ; the first to be 
translated by the key on A, and the 
' other]to he read by the B key only. 
Thus 
“ by fitting any cxternat double-faced w rit­ 
ing, ’letter by letter, to the internal w rit­ 
ing, first made biliterate,” says Bacon 
there may afterwards be written down 
the epistle to be sent. 
Black concludes 
that for italics small letters were substitu­ 
ted in the epitaph, for obvious reasons. 
The dash is reckoned a small letter, be­ 
cause it stands for “ h,” and the imposing 
j of T upon A' is taken to mean a single 
| large letter, because the T is placed di- 
I reetly over the Y. 
On this basis Mr. Black proceeded to 


work, and he has evolved from twenty-two 
groups of five letters each, the large letters 
being translated into II and the small into 
A, the sentence, “ Fra Ra tcrt car ay," or 
“Francis Bacon wrote Shakespeare's plays.” 
H e holds, therefore, that Bacon wrote the 
epitaph, for a cipher ¡3 used he devised 
and that was not published until long after 
the epitaph was chiseled. 
H e believes 
that 
Shakespeare 
consented to cipher 
secresv and to the preparation of the 
doggerel for his tablet, and th at he in­ 
structed the stone-mason how to cut it. 
This ingenious evolution of apparent 
proofs would alone he sufficiently interest­ 
ing ; but the curiosity is more whetted 
and 
the 
mind 
still 
more 
enter­ 
tained 
by 
a 
commentary 
by 
E d­ 
ward Gordon Clark, whose remarkable 
paper supplements that of, Black, and is 
a literary curiosity of a peculiar order, 
and is certain to provoke as much, if not 
more criticism than the more laborious 
and less satisfactory work of Donnelly. 
Clark took up Black’s theory for study by 
request of the editor of the Review, and he 
confesses.? th at he engaged in it with no 
idea of what it was to lead up to, and that 
for his unexpected and startling con­ 
clusions reached, none hut he should be 
held accountable. 
W orking upon the epitaph in the di­ 
rection given by Black, Clark discovers the 
whole literary history of Shakespeare in 
the four lines, Bacon's relations with him, 
and the key to the entire story of the writ­ 
ing of the plays, and why, as he claims, Ba­ 
con wrote them and concealed the fact. 
H e improves upon Black’s conjecture con­ 
cerning the dash, or hyphen, ami he thus 
finds the cipher almost exhaustless in its 
revelations. 
We cannot enter into the 
elaborate details of his “discoveries,” they 
involve too much tabular and diagram 
work for these columns. 
Suffice it to say, 
Clark draws from the four lines of doggerel 
such sentences ns these: 
“ Francis Bacon 
wrote 
Shakespeare’s plays 
aye—Skax- 
pere.” 
“ Francis Bacon wrote H ere: Aye ! 
Aye !—Shaxpere.” 
“ Francis Bacon wrote 
here his cue : Aye, aye !” 
“ Aye ! Francis 
Bacon writ here as Shaxpere. 
“ Shax­ 
pere. Bacon was He.—F. Baq. 
“ Francis 
Bacon 
did.” 
“ Francis 
Bacon 
hid.” 
“ Bacon 
Raised 
Deceased 
W illiam.” 
“ Bacon aided, equipjied, W illiam .” 
Treating the T on the Y anew, he 
finds 
the 
logograph 
to 
be 
either 
a 
large letter, or four small ones. 
Turned 
upon its side it is an H . 
The foot of it 
crosses the Y and makes an A, and the 
lower part of the A’ by the cross of its own 
base becomes another T, and thus the 
whole becomes “ that ” in one large letter, 
and so can he used as five hiliteral signs, 
giving eight new counters. 
From this new- 
starting point Clark proceeds anew and 
draws from the mysterious epitaph state­ 
ments concerning Bacon and his career and 
his standing i:i his day; and these other 
statements: “ Bacon will narrate all Shakes­ 
peare here.” 
“Jacques Pierre is all nar­ 
rated here: 
Aye, I obey (his wishes)— 
Bacon.” 
Mr. Clark’s method is so rapid, so inge" 
nious and trenchant that it is fairly be­ 
wildering. 
It is at once so witty and in­ 
volved, that the temptation is strong to 
receive the whole thing as a satire upon 
the Shakespeare-Bacon question. He, how­ 
ever, declares that he took np,tlie work as 
n literary expert, careless as to who wrote 
Shakespeare’s plays, since lie had no time 
to give to that question. 
H e insists that 
iie has laliored honestly, and starting in 
not a Baconian, came out of the work con­ 
vinced of Black’s soundness in the conclu­ 
sion lie reaches. In fact, he claims to have 
discovered so much by a m ultitude of 
transpositions of letters, and translations of 
hidden meanings, backward and forward 
reading of words and lines, and division 
and subdivision of groups of letters and 
words, that he is quite prepared to an­ 
nounce a new work, and tempted 
to 
to prepare “ The Anagramatic Biography 
of W illiam 
Shakspeare: 
by 
Francis 
Bacon,” which has Iain unpublished about 
two hundred and seventy years. 
The 
literary 
curiosity which these 
papers of Black and Clark constitute may 
not convince the reader, as they have 
not us, that W illiam Shakspeare did not 
write the plays attributed to him, hut 
they will not fail to interest and entertain 
any intelligent person. 
It would doubt­ 
less he possible to so contort the phases of 
the letter groups of the epitaph as to 
translate from them quite any m atter the 
adroit cryptographist desired. 


ARE THE 
PEOPLE CORRUPT? 


The disclosures of venality and corrup­ 
tion being made in San Francisco at this 
time, are not only paralyzing but hum ili­ 
ating. 
Reeking a reason for all this 
foulness, we are told that is because the 
people are co rru p t; that the stream rises 
no higher than its source, and that a tree 
must he judged by its fruits. 
But the ap­ 
plication of tho answer to the preva­ 
lent 
phases 
of 
political 
corrup­ 
tion 
is 
not justified. 
It 
does 
not 
indicate the dishonesty of the people; but 
it does testify to the neglect of duty by 
citizens. The political ills that aillict us 
are simply the result of our neglect— 
nothing more. 
We have it in our power 
at any time to conduct all branches of the 
Government upon the basis of fair-dealing» 
competency and honesty. 
T hat men are 
sent to the Legislature who go there solely 
to do the bidding of the conscienceless and 
to represent only the vicious, is due only 
to the neglect of the people to exercise in 
their public capacity the same degree of 
vigilance, caution and discretion that char­ 
acterizes their conduct in private business. 
In time this neglect will cease; activity by 
those now inert will take its place, and all 
official positions will he filled by men rep­ 
resentative of the people, who, as a great 
mass, are not only not corrupt, but are the 
conservators of honesty and the champions 
of purity in government. There are perils 
discernable upon the political and social 
horizon of the country which wisdom will 
not ignore; venality in public office is not 
the least of th em ; but, fortunately for 
American institutions, the people, slow to 
awaken to danger, are, once aroused, irre­ 
sistible in reform. 
They will not perm it 
the vitality of the nation to lie sapped by 
corruption, uor for a much longer time 
commit to a few, the discharge of those 
functions of citizenship which can he pre­ 
served only by their constant exercise by 
all the people.

Goodman to 
the local agents of the transcontinental 
lin es: 
‘ Having been authorized so to do, we 
purpose, until otherwise advised, to re­ 
deem or purchase the unused parts of ex­ 
cursion tickets to California points, but 
only when presented in person by the orig­ 
inal purchaser. 
We will do this at our 
city office and at the following valuation or 
amount (subject to suspension or change), 
for such tickets from San Francisco: To 
Missouri river points via Union Pacific, 
Denver, and RioGrande, Burlington, Texas 
and Pacific, Missouri Pacific, Iron Mount­ 
ain, also to New Orleans via El Paso, $20; 
to St. Paul via Shasta route and Northern 
Pacific, $30.” 


OPINIONS ON TUB LETTER. 
Some of the agents are disposed to think 
that the issuance of this letter is a mis­ 
take, inasmuch as it virtually makes a cut 
of $20 in the first-class unlimited rate from 
Missouri river points to this city. The 
first-class unlimited rate from all Missouri 
River points, such as Kansas City and' 
Omaha, to San Francisco is $00, while the 
round-trip excursion rate, good to return 
within six months, is also $60. Passen­ 
gers purchasing 
tickets from 
Missouri 
River points are thus enabled to secure 
their trip for $40 without the trouble or 
risk of dealing with scalpers. 
The circu­ 
lar, in fact, absolutely constitutes a single­ 
trip rate of $40 unlimited from Missouri 
River points to San Francisco. 


DISAPPOINTMENT FOR THE 8CALPER8. 
The order cannot fail to be a disappoint- 
roent to the scalpers. 
They have invari­ 
ably been able to procure a large number 
of tickets from passengers who have de­ 
cided to stay over, and these they sell to 
other people, of course at a reduced rate 
and infringement of tho contract on the 
ticket. 
It will also be noticed that 'ickets 
sold via the A tlantic and Pacific, or Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Fo companies are 
not returned under this order. 
T. H. Goodman in conversation stated 
that the railroad company felt it could 
att írd to buy back these tickets as well as 
the scalpers.

T1IE “ RF.CORD-UMON ” TO ISSUE 
A SPLENDID PICTURE

Brighton, lone, Galt, Elk Grove, Florin

MORMON A F FA IR S. 


A M inority R ep ort b y T w o M em bers o f 
th e U tah C om m ission. 
W ash in g to n -, October 7th.—John A . Mc- 
Clernand and A. R. Carlton, of the Utah 
Commission, have submitted to the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior a m inority report dis­ 
senting from some of the views of the ma­ 
jority cf the Commission, as expressed in 
its annual report, recently submitted. The 
m inority say: 
‘ While concurring in part 
in the majority report of our associates, 
we dissent from it particularly as regards 
the general anim us and propriety of intro­ 
ducing a theological discussion into a secu­ 
lar document.” After a review of the effects 
of the new registration law upon the 
election of Delegate to the Fiftieth Con­ 
gress, the dissenting Commissioners ssy 
that early in the present year they thought 
they discovered a disposition among the 
Mormons to give up the practice of po­ 
lygamy, and add that they have used their 
official and peisonai influence to induce 
the Mormons to take such steps. The Com­ 
missioners wish to disclaim any interfer­ 
ence in the question of Statehood for 
Utah, but consider that, whether tbe Terri­ 
tory he admitted or not, a strong advanced 
position is gained when the mass of the 
people are induced to place themselves on 
record in opposition to polygamy. 
“ Now, while the great mass of the Mor­ 
mon people are making an effort for the 
abandonment of the practice of polygamy, 
we are asked to recommed further legisla­ 
tion of a hostile and aggressive character, 
almost—if not entirely—destructive of iocai 
self-government, thereby inflicting punish­ 
ment upon the innocent as well as the 
guilty. This we decline to do.” 
The Com mission era instead recommend 
the adoption of an amendm ent to the Con­ 
stitution of tho United States prohibiting 
the institution or practice of polygamy in 
any of the States or Territories.

tce records have been kept. Quite a severe thunder and lightning storm passed to the 
south and east of this city, giving a fine electrical display of zigzag lightning, something 
extremely rare in this part of the Sacramento valley, and the first time a thunder storm 
was known to occur in this month. Other meteorological for the m onth was normal, 
ih is month, for the past three years, has given more than the usual num ber of data 
upon which the highest tem perature reached 90° and above, there being 11 days, against 
10 days in August.

S a c r a m e n to H op *. 
Sacramento county grapes bring the high­ 
est prices iu the Eastern markets; the con­ 
sumers ask for the Natoma grape whenever 
they want something choice. Sacramento 
county can boast of another product in 
which she excels any other section of equal 
extent in the Union, and that is hops. The 
hop-raisers have just completed the picking 
of their yards, and the product is being 
bailed for shipment. The hops of this 
year's crop arc bright and handsome, and 
the quality will average excellently. In 
speaking upon the subject of hops, Emmett 
Wells, Weekly Hup Circular of September 
23d says: “ Nearly all of our exchanges 
and letters speak of the crop coming down 
heavier in New York than expected; so 
tLat we can now safely add 10 to 15 per 
cent, to our last estimate ot 100,COO bales. 
The early estimate of 69,000 bales of Messrs. 
Lilienthal & Co. for the Pacific coast, will 
have to be reduced 5.000 bales, which will 
bring the crop down to about the same 
am ount as last year. We can hardly ex 
pect as many good hops from the Pacific 
coast this season as last, as the weather 
previous to and during picking was not as 
fine as could be wished ; furthermore, 
some of the growers, we are told, have this 
season fallen back into their oid habit 
of 
over-dryiDg 
their 
hops—a 
very 
serious 
fault 
tor 
the 
reason 
that 
the natural fine flavor of the hop is de­ 
stroyed, and a scorchy flavor takes its 
place; besides when these hops come to be 
baled they become powdery and broken up, 
rendering it next to impossible to make a 
good, flaky sample. 
We hope the percent­ 
age of this kind of stock will he very small. 
Hops which have been over-dried should 
be pressed in a ’follower press,’ not in the 
kind that requires the hops to be stamped 
down with the feet. Our brewers seem to 
be pretty well supplied yet with old hops, 
and will be in no hurry to enter the m ar­ 
ket for new, unless n lively export demand 
sets in ; ibeu, should the price show signs 
of advancing, they will begin to look 
around and send in their orders. As Eng­ 
land is loaded down with poor hops of 
both last and this year's growths, she will 
look sharp at the quality of the hops we 
send her this season. No new German 
hops have arrived here yet. The quality 
is said to be very fine this season ; if so, con­ 
siderable quantities will be taken by our 
brewers.”

years prior to 1870. It is a large three- 
story and a basement lire-proof brick 
on the southwest corner of Seventh and K 
streets. 
The firm is enterprising, and earlv 
in the sum mer commenced making ini- 
proveniente, which are now almost com­ 
pleted and whtch necessitated an expendi­ 
ture of $.0,000. 
The west side of tne old 
building, from K street to the aHey, a dis­ 
tance ot 160 ieet, was torn down, and 
twen y feet in width added to the budding, 
which now has a frontage on K street of

W e ought to crowd 
cut Great Britain, if freights could be low­ 
ered a little. You m ight represent this to 
some of tne enterprising merchants of Sac­ 
ram ento and San Francisco. The CoBfful 
hare is authorized, under special law, to 
engage in trade, and I will cheerfully aid 
any one in making the experiment.”

T h r e e P y th o n s In a D e a d ly S tr u g g le . 
The 1 urge anaconda in the Zoological 
Garden lias been killed by one of the 
python snakes which hail been placed in 
the cage with it. 
The anaconda had been 
in the garden about fifteen months, during 
twelve of which ho had not taken the food 
prepared by the keepers. 
About three 
months ago he began eating, and was 
looked upon as a valuable ipeeimen, hav­ 
ing swelled to a great size, being 14 inches 
in diameter, 25 feet long, and weighing 125 
pounds. 
He was supposed to he nearly 
50 years of age. He was in a glass-covered 
cage, 20 feet long, 15 feet high, and 8 feet 
wide. 
In the cage with him were two 
large snakes of the python species. 
The 
anaconda was feeding with both on a pair of 
ducks. 
Keeper J . \V. Thompson, who was 
in a room alongside of the cage, heard a 
dreadful noise at this moment. 
H e says it 
sounded like a clap of thunder. 
Going to 
the cage in which the snakes were he 
found the three cnrled up like a solid ball, 
and all struggling violently. 
Realizing 
the danger of going into the cage alone, 
he called for assistance, when Ilead Keeper 
Byrne and Keeper Harrison responded. 
4 hen Keeper Thomson entered and suc­ 
ceeded in unwinding one of the- pvthons. 
The reptile, evidently boiling over with 
rage, fastened itself on the limbs of the 
keeper, and winding his tail around him 
made a head movement towards the upper 
part of the man’s body. 
His companions 
struck at the snake and freed the nmn. 
They then turned to the others. 
They 
found the python with his fangs fastened 
in the back of tho anaconda. 
To separate 
the snakes the men found a very difficult 
task., but they accomplished it without 
injury, Keepers Byrne and Harrison taking 
the huge python and twisting him out of 
shape. 
The wounded anaconda was put in 
a hot bath, but he died soon after. A tele­ 
gram was sent to Professor Goode, of the 
National Museum, at W ashington, offering 
him the body of the dead snake.—Phila­ 
delphia Bulletin.

than can the M anitoba m illers, these latter 
would be virtually excluded from the com ­ 
petition. 
Evidently the- Canadian Pacific 
intends to have a finger, if not a whole 
hand, in the C hina trade, and Oregon m ill­ 
ers are to profit by execution ot th at inten­ 
tion.

HÜMA> 
SACRIFICES. 


H ow th e R evoltin g P ra ctice Is C arried 
O n In A frica. 
The revolting custom of hum an sacri­ 
fice is carried on to a horrible extent on 
the upper C-ongo river, principally by the 
Bayanzi tribes. 
All slaves, both metí and 
women, are liable to this barbarity. These 
jteople are under the impression that a 
man dying in this world is simply trans­ 
ferred to another, there to carry on ex­ 
actly the same existence, requiring the 
same food and attendant*. 
Upon the 
death of a chief his relatives or friends 
kill about half his slaves, men and wo­ 
men, to go with him, they say, to attend 
to his wants and to serve for his protection, 
it being very infra dig. for a chief to make 
his entry into the next .world without a 
certain following. 
The women arc stran­ 
gled. 
A rope is put around the neck of 
the victim; a man climbs a tree and ties a 
rope to a branch, the woman being held 
up, so th at when they let her go she is 
swung in midair in her dying struggles. 
These cause great merrim ent among the 
spectators, not thinking th at at least a 
great many of them will 
share 
the 
same fate 
sooner or later. 
The men 
are beheaded. 
The victim 
is seated 
on a log of wood. 
Two stakes are then 
driven into the ground, one on each side 
of him, and as high as his shoulder; bands 
are then put around his body, inclosing it 
in these stakes; then two stakes are driven 
by his knees and two by his ankles, one at 
each side, and he is securely bound to 
them with a rope. 
A ring of cane is then 
put around the neck with several leaders 
of strings, which are drawn up and tied in 
a knot above his head; a pliable pole about 
eighteen feet long, is then driven into 
the ground nine feet from the man’s 
seat. 
It is bent down just above the 
man’s head; a small piece of rope is fast­ 
ened to the top of the pole and the other 
end of the rope is made fast to the knot 
above the man’s head. 
This being now at 
very strong tension, the whole body is 
quite immovable, and the neck is stretched 
to its full extent. 
The executioner then 
makes his appearance. 
H e makes a 
chalk mark on the poor fellow’s n eck; 
then, witli one blow, severs the head 
ft _ ...3 trunk. 
The spectators at this 
w m to lose control of themselves. 
They 
t> r down the head from the pole, and 
there is a ghastly scrimmage for it, often 
resulting in a free fight.—London News. 


POULTRY 
NOTES. 


Poultry to do well must be kept free 
from lice. 
The best floor for poultry is the bare 
earth, kept dry and clean. 
A hen that attends to business, and is 
properly cared for, will lay her weight in 
eggs in two months. 
Raw onions chopped fine and mixed 
with food twice a week, is better than a 
dozen cures for chicken cholera. 
l ’owdercd charcoal mixed with soft feed 
assists digestion and prevents disease. 
It 
Í6 also an excellent purifier. 
It is a good plan to h av e two Bets of 
roosting pules for the liens, and change 
th e m each w eek, se ttin g them o u tsid e 
when not in use. 
To increase egg production, put a few 
ears of corn in an oven and reduce to char­ 
coal, and feed to fowls two or three times a 
week. 
The most convenient way to prepare a 
rolling place for fowls is to lay a rough 
floor of old boards on the ground, fasten 
boards one foot high all around the sides, 
and fill the apartm ent with ten or twenty 
bushels of dry loam, road dust or coal 
ashes. 
There are two ways to distinguish ducks 
from drakes. One is that the duck calls, 
“ Quack, quack, quack,” while the drake 
only makes a sort of wheezing sound, as if 
the head was stopped up with cold. 
The 
other distinguishing feature is seen in the 
drake’s tail, the ends of the main feathers 
slightly curling back while the duck’s are 
straight. 


H u m a n R e m a in * a s M ed icin e. 
Such details as all these are apt to sound 
to us strangely unreal as we read them 
somewhat in the light of travelers’ tales, 
w ith reference to far-away lands; but it 
certainly is startling when, forthe first time, 
we realize how exactly descriptive they are 
of the medicine-We of our own ancestors- 
in truth, to this day we may find among 
ourselves some survivals of the old super­ 
stitions still lingering in out-of-the-way 
corners. 
Thus it is only a few years since 
the skull of a suicide was used in Caith­ 
ness as a drinking-cup for the cure of epi 
lepsy. 
Hr. A rthur Mitchell knows of a 
case in which the body of such a one was 
disinterred in order to obtain her skull for 
this purpose. 
It was, however, accounted a more sure 
specific for epilepsy to reduce part of the 
skull to powder and swallow it. 
Even the 
moss which grew on such skulls was deemed 
a certain cure for various diseases. 
Nor 
was this simply a popular superstition. In 
the official Pharmacopoeia of the College of 
Phvsrcians of London, A. H. 1678, the 
skull of a man who has died a violent 
death, and the horn of a unicorn, appear 
as highly approved medicines. 
Again, in 
1724, the same pharmacopoeia mentions 
unicorn’s horn, human fat, and human 
skulls, dog's dung, toads, vipers and worms, 
among the really valuable medical stores. 
The pharmacopoeia was revised in 1742, 
and various ingredients were rejected, but 
centipedes, vipers and lizards were re­ 
tained. 
N or were these strange compounds pre­ 
pared for human subjects only. 
I n the 
“ Angler’s Vade Mecum,” published in 
1681, anglers are recommended to use an 
ointment for the luring of fish, consisting, 
among other horrible ingredients, of man’s 
fa t. cat’s fat, heron's fat, asafotida, finely 
jiowdered mummy, camphor, oil of laven­ 
der. etc.; and it was added that man’s fat 
could lie obtained from the London chirur- 
geons concerned in anatomy.—Miss C. F.

A 1 RIP OX THE MORELOS RAIL­ 


ROAD. 


A m eca-M esa and Its S acred M oun­ 
ta in —P e cu lia ritie s o f L ife in 
th e “ S ister K ep u b lic.” 


[Special correspondence of the Recoed-Union.] 


City of M exico, September 29, 1887. 
The Morelos road—which, by the way, 
is the only purely Mexican railway enter­ 
prise in the country, built and controlled 
entirely by native capitalists—runs from 
the City of Mexico southeast about eighty- 
six miles. 
It is laid in the narrow-gauge 
and with its innumerable sharp curves and 
frail bridges, seems to justify the native 
boast that it is thoroughly Mexican in 
character and construction, and th at its 
engineer was a Mexican who never built a 
railroad before. 
Besides several towns of lesser im port­ 
ance, it takes in Cuernavaca (the capital 
and principal city of the State of Morelos), 
and finds its present terminus at Cuautla- 
The road is projected to Acapulco—on the 
southern coast, two hundred miles below— 
hut its completion to that point will prob­ 
ably be a thing of the distant future. 
It 
was constructed, thus far, under the auspi­ 
ces of Senor Delfin Sanchez, a son-in-law 
of President Juarez, and has rushed for­ 
ward with astonishing rapidity (for M ex­ 
ico), so that certain valuable premiums 
m ight he secured in addition to the Gov­ 
ernm ent subsidy. 
T hat there was much 
defective work aliout it, was shown by one 
of the most appalling accidents in the his­ 
tory of railroad horrors, which occurred on 
the line within a week after its formal 
opening to the public. 
^ ¡It seems that the Cuautla garrison had 
been ordered to Mexico City, and as there 
was not yet passenger coaches enough for 
the purpose, the soldiers were crowded 
upon “ flat” cars, while other fiat cars of 
the same train were freighted with

The native rum. 
As usual iu Mexico, 
where everything is put ofT as long as pos­ 
sible, a start was not made till late in the 
afternoon, and then some delays occurred 
upon the track. 
Before m idnight the rain 
came down in torrents, and the soldiers, 
being wholly unprotected on the cars, 
broke open some of the rum barrels and 
proceeded to drink their fill. The engineer, 
finding the road extremely unsafe, flatly 
refused to go any farther, but was comjielled 
to do so at the point of a bayonet by an 
exasperated officer, who did not know what 
to do w ith his drunken and now unman­ 
ageable men. 
I 11 this fashion they came 
to the stupenduous barranca of Malpais, 
the frail bridge over which had been 
washed out by the rains, and the train 
went crashing down into the depths. 
The sffldiers who were not killed out­ 
right or mangled beyond the power of do­ 
ing mischief became completely crazed 
between terror, excitement and 
aguar­ 
diente, and stabbed and shot one another 
like so many demons. 
The barrels of rum 
took fire, the cartridge belts exploded, and 
the fury of a tropical storm, in a night 
black as Erebus, beat down upon the w rith­ 
ing mass of horror. 
It was at such a price that the extra 
subvention was earned for the speedy com­ 
pletion of this road. 
A whitewashed re­ 
port was afterwards made, and the affair 
was hushed up and kept from the public in 
a manner which would not be possible in 
the I nited States, but is |ierfectiy feasible 
here, where the Government controls the 
telegraphs and newspapers. 
As there is no loss without some gain, 
the disaster proved a useful lesson to the 
American engineers in Mexico, especially 
to those who came here first during the 
dry months, when the ravines and arroyos 
are empty. 
One must live here through a 
rainy season to realize and understand the 
perils of a road, when sometimes barrancas 
which were dry as dust before the floods 
began, in an hour’s time become raging 
torrents which sweep all before them. 
Had the accident above referred to oc­ 
curred a week earlier, the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment would have needed reconstructing 


FROM TIIE BOTTOM UI*. 
It happened on the 24th of June, 1881, 
and on the 18th instant a grand celebra­ 
tion and banquet had been given at C’uau- 
tla-Morelos to celebrate the opening of the 
road. 
Manuel Gonzales, then President of 
Mexico, was there, and Porfirio Diaz, the 
present Executive ; Pacheco Romero, R u­ 
bio and other Cabinet Ministers of past 
and present administrations, besides Ju s­ 
tices of the Supreme Court, Senators, Gen­ 
erals, 
litterateurs—in short, the political 
“ flower ” of modern Mexico. 
Despite its dangers, every tourist should 
make a trip over this Morelos railway. 
You may take a liorse-car at the Zocolo 
Plaza at 7 o’clock in the morning, and 
twenty minutes' ride will bring you to the 
depot at the San Lazaro gate of the Cap­ 
ital, near where the main sewer of the old 
city flows w ith sluggish current toward 
Lake Tezcoco. 
From the odors of the 
green-scummed sewer, and the congrega­ 
tion of filthy and im portunate beggars 
that assembles at the arrival and depart­ 
ure of trains, you readily comprehend 
wliv this suburb was named after Lazarus, 
the king of mendicants. 
The railroad runs for a long distance 
parallel with the old Spanish highway 
leading to Puebla and Acapulco, over 
which travel has rolled for centuries, and 
which even in this age of steam is crowd­ 
ed with the donkey-trains of freighters. 
The first town of consequence is 


AMECA-MF.UA I)E JUAREZ, 
W hich is forty-five miles distant from 
Mexico city, and the fare thereto is only 
one dollar. 
By 8 o’clock you may be 
seated in a comfortable ear, w hirling rap­ 
idly over the salt plains that once formed 
the bed of the great lake whereon Cortez 
and his crew sailed in their brigatines. 
There is much of interest by the way­ 
side. 
All the salt marshes skirting the 
foothills are covered with wild duck and 
other 
waterfowl. 
Cultivated 
fields of 
gigantic century plants and nopals (prickly 
pears), alternate with Indian pueblos; 
miles of “ organ ” cactus, planted 
for 
hedges, rearing their round, slender spires 
from ten to forty feet in hight around 
prim itive huts of zacate sticks, precisely 
like that the early Aztecs built on their 
floating gardens 
above 
the waters of 
Tenochtitlan. 
W hatever you do in Mexico, don’t fail 
to visit Ameca-meca, for it is one of the 
loveliest and quaintest places in all this 
quaint and lovely country. 
It has a popu­ 
lation of about ten thousand, but much 
of its pristine beauty was destroyed by the 
great fire of two years ago, which the In­ 
dians purposely kindled. 
Infuriated by 
the edict of the Government which forbade 
their time-honored celebration of Holy- 
week, including the public Passion Play 
and street parades, they revenged them ­ 
selves by setting tire to the town and burn­ 
ing many of their own habitations. 
In the center of the old city, which is 
nestled close to the foot of Popocatapetl, is 
a plaza, whose low, circular walls of stone 
inclose a small garden planted with flowers. 
In the middle of this is a round, pink- 
tinted basin filled with water flowing from 
a central fountain. 
A cluster of white 
stone pillars support a capital and form the 
entrance, and a few antiquated willow 
trees droop their dark green branches over 
all. 
The square surrounding this bit of ver­ 
dure is very large, and ankle-deep in dust, 
bounded on the side next to the railroad 
by the casa municipal, and on the east by 
the great cathedral. From this centerpiece 
radiate all the streets of the town, lined 
with low houses of stone or adobe, mostly 
roofed with rough shingles spiked on with 
long wooden pegs. 
The streets are uncom­ 
monly clean, and each lime-washed cottage 
is neatly tinted pale blue, pink, gray, or 
yellow. 
Streams, brought down from the 
near-by maintains, murmur in little rivu­ 
lets through all the streets, and are di­ 
verted by small gutters to all the houses 
for private use. 
The market plaza, with its wall» of pink- 
tinted adobe, presents

headed, bare-footed women, and men in ■ 
bright-hued scrapes, with sandals on their ¡ 
feet. 
Behind this plaza is a group o f , 
churches and court-yards, a n d ju=t beyond j 
the vast snow mountain looms like a 
sheeted ghost. 
The cathedral of Ameca-meca wan built 
soon after the conquest, and is indeed a 
curiosity. 
It is of magnificent propor­ 
tions, windowless of course, its grotesque 
interior dimly lighted by the candles 
which have burned perpetually on its 
altars through two hundred and seventy 
years. 
It abounds in ancient pictures, 
curious altars and bas-reliefs carved by 
long-forgotten artists, and huge wooden 
crosses, with golgothas of real skulls and 
crossbones piled around them. 
Indeed, 
the only thing about the premises which 
smacks at all of modern days is the rapidly- ¡ 
growing grave-yard in the rear. 
There are three tolerable inns in the 
town—the Hotel del Ferrocarril, near the 
railway depot, the De Barcelona, and a 
meson near the m arket place. 
Lying at an elevation of over eight 
thousand feet, the site of Ameca-meca re­ 
sembles an Alpine valley. (.Mol airs are 
perpetually wafted down from the over­ 
shadowing mountain, and there is more 
than one point of view iu the vicinity 
where a sharp minor peak separates itself 
from the main snow-mass of Popocatapetl, 
like the Silberhorn from the Jungfrau. 
It 
has other features like Interlaken, and 
though now nobody goes there except to 
ascend the volcano, the day is not distant 
when it will be frequented by pilgrims 
from many climes. 
Groups of pines rise above the house­ 
tops, looking oddly out of place in Mexico, 
and all the trees are mainly of the north­ 
ern zone. 
All around the town are fields 
of corn and barley, separated by maguey- 
liedges; and beyond these begin the foot­ 
hills, with many fertile canyons running 
up among them, now green and golden 
with £rain. Then the hills rise higher 
and higher, covered with black forests of 
pine, till the grand old mountain shakes 
oft' its leafy garm ent and stands confessed, 
brown, barren and rugged. 
N ext comes 
the snow-line, its white border patched 
and frayed with rocks; and finally, tri­ 
umphing over all, the glistening summit 
of Popocatapetl veils itself in the clouds. 
The Indians hereabouts believe in 


A GENIUS OF THE MOUNTAINS, 
Whom they call Cuantelpostle. 
They 
think him a queer little old man, who 
dwells about the Rio del Traile, assisting 
the workmen at their labors when in good 
humor, and retarding them when ill-na­ 
tured. 
The nam e—Popocatapetl—means 
“ M ountain that smokes,” and some invest 
the volcano with the attributes of a god 
and propitiate him by offering gifts when 
rain is needed, or to insure good crops. 
These oblations, usually of food or the 
“ first fruits,” are buried in the sand, 
and the localities marked by flat stones. 
It seems cruel to hint it, but I am afraid 
that this practice may account for much of 
that “ prehistoric” potter}' 
which 
M. 
Charney and other antiquarians have dis­ 
covered hereabouts. 
To the left of the town, across a strip of 
corn-field, a hill called Sacro-Monte (“sa­ 
cred mountain”), rises abruptly three hun­ 
dred feet from the plain, and is covered to 
the top with a dense growth of pines and 
cedars. 
A rocky pathway leads to the 
chapel on its summit, and though the as­ 
cent is excessively tiresome, even on foot, 
hundreds of the faithful climb it in mid­ 
winter on their knees, marking the stones 
with their blood by way of penance. 
There are fourteen “stations” along the 
path, each with its great crucifix and ap­ 
propriate inscriptions in Spanish. 
At the doors of the chapel many ex- 
votors are seen, some of them in the form 
of crude oil-paintings, setting forth some 
miracle performed ; but most of them con­ 
sist of arms and legs of native silver hung 
in a glass case. 
In this chapel there is a 
figure of Christ, with the features and com­ 
plexion of an Indian, and on the high-altar 
stands an image of Nuestro Senor dc Sacio- 
Monte. 
The worthy saint wears a bull­ 
fighter’s cloak of purple velvet, heavily 
embroidered with gold and silver, pre­ 
cisely like those flourished about the plaza 
de torros by swell metadores. 
Ribbons of various colors, giving the ex­ 
act size of the head of Our Lord of the Sa­ 
cred M ountain are sold at the entrances 
and also at the foot of the pathway. 
The 
view from the terraces is the most charm ­ 
ing that can be im agined; and on the 
mountain-top, close up to the church 
doors, are many graves, where the dead 
have been deposited as near to heaven as 
possible. 
F a n n i e B. W a r d . 
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Profit» o f R aisin C ulture. 
H aving been engaged in the culture of 
the raisin grape for eleven years, I will 
say th at I have not realized, nor have I 
seen others realize, the enormous profits 
that we 60 often read about. 
The business 
is good enough as it is, and why not tell 
the truth about it? The first question 
usually asked by the intending settler is: 
W hat will a vineyard pay ? 
Most people 
w ithout experience seem to think that all 
vineyards are alike, and seem to rever 
think for a moment th at the cultivation of 
the grape and tiie manufacture of raisins 
is as much of a business as anything else. 
The old saying that “ any fool can farm,” 
does not apply here. 
A good Muscat 
vineyard after the fifth year, with good 
cultivation, will yield from 100 to 150 
boxes of raisins to the acre. 
A vineyard 
is generally said to lie in full bearing after 
the fifth year, but cannot tell at w hat age 
the vines arrive at their greatest perfec­ 
tion. 
My vines are now eleven years old, 
and the last crop was the largest I ever 
gathered, reaching 150 boxes per acre. 
One hundred boxes per acre is what a 
vineyard in good bearing should average, 
taking several years 
together. 
If this 
point is not reached it is more likely to be 
the fault of the owner than the vines. 
No 
expensive machinery is required for the 
making of raisins, or to prepare them for 
market, though the expense of labor is 
considerable. 
Assuming th at the fruit 
raiser docs no work, and all the labor has 
to be paid for, the bill of expenses and re­ 
ceipts will be about like this, if proper 
judgm ent be used: The total expense of 
cultivating an acre of grapes is $15; the 
curing and packing of an acre of grapes, 
making 100 boxes of raisins, $55. 
The 
average price for raisins for the last four 
years has been about $1 60 per box. 
P u t­ 
ting the price at $1 50 per box for the 
four grades, we have a total net profit of 
$95 per acre. 
Many vineyards do better 
than the above. My own does better. But 
I give these figures to show what may be 
expected with reasonably good care. Vine­ 
yards have been frequently known to pro­ 
duce gra¡>es enough the first year after 
planting to pay expenses of cultivation. 
The second year brings from $30 to $50 per 
acre gross; third year, $60 to $75.—Santa 
Clara Valley. 


T he C ondition o f th e Labor M arket. 
Altogether it is a decided change that 
has come over the lalior movement within 
a few months, and, ail things considere J, a 
decidedly wholesome one. 
The unprece­ 
dented series of strikes inaugurated by the 
K nights of Labor has resulted in one se­ 
vere defeat after another for eighteen 
months. 
The inevitable reaction will be 
that the faith of the great body of un­ 
skilled and half-skilled labor in the efficacy 
of labor organizations will 
be greatly 
shaken. 
The chances are that no such a t­ 
tem pt to win an advanced position by a 
pitched battle all along the line will be 
made again iu a great while. 
The phe­ 
nomenally rapid growth of the K nights 
turned the heads of the majority of the 
members, who found themselves, for the 
first time in their lives, a part of a really 
powerful body. 
They exaggerated their 
strength, and each local assembly thought 
that, backed by such numbers and any 
amount of financial support, and armeíl 
with the boycott, it could wrest from cap­ 
ital anything it chose to demand. 
I t is 
safe to say that that idea has been thor­ 
oughly exploded. 
Future work will be 
slow and constructive, and lalior will under­ 
stand what all of us have to learn sooner or 
later, that all permanent success is built up 
by conservative methods on a basis of solid 
attainm ents of character and self-control.— 
IFori and Wages.

A correspondent (“E. D. T.”), writing 
from Ophir, Placer county, to the Pacific 
Fruit Grover, published at Los Angeles 
says: 
Placer county may be taken as a good 
representative of the foothill fruit belt of 
the Sierras. 
The planting of trees and 
vines commenced there at an early date, 
and the building of the* Central Pacific 
Koad through the county greatly stim u­ 
lated that business, as it afforded good 
shipping facilities and a ready market. 
Men of intelligence and energy have 
taken hold of it, and the product of or­ 
chards and vineyards in the Newcastle 
district have a reputation second to none 
in size, color, lusciousness and shipping 
quality. 
F ru it ripens very early, ana for 
that first put in market, producers get top 
prices. 
This Is an advantage worth con­ 
sidering by those contemplating settling 
down to fruit growiug. 
The first berries 
and cherries to reach the San Francisco 
m arket are from Newcastle, in Placer, and 
Vacaville in Solano county. 
Sometimes 
one place precedes the other by a few days, 
but generally they are on about the same 
time. 
Placer’s crop the present year is reported 
one of the best ever had, and good prices 
are being realized. 
All the dille rent kinds 
of fruit grown in the State reach great per­ 
fection in the foothills, where water is 
abundant for irrigation, being supplied hv 
the great canals originally dug for convey­ 
ing water to the goid placers. The placers 
have been pretty well exhausted in the 
section now found to be so favorable for 
fruit, and the owners of water rights now 
find a more permanent market for the 
precious fluid among the farmers. 
The 
Board of County Supervisors, by the pres­ 
ent law, fix the price. 
It is now' from 20 
cents to 25 cents per inch, miner’s meas­ 
urement. 
An inch of water thus meas­ 
ured is the equivalent of about 1-50 of a 
cubic foot of water per second. Ordinarily, 
an inch is sufficient to irrigate ten acres of 
trees or vines. 
Irrigation commences in May and ends 
in September. 
The winter rainfall is suf­ 
ficient for grain and liay crops. 
In former 
years the debris from the hydraulic mines 
caused the waters of the ditches to be 
thick with mud, necessitating the use of 
settlers, but now, since th at kind of mining 
has been restrained, the water is resuming 
its original purity and clearness and is 
better for use in irrigation. 
The Newcastle F ru it Company (incor­ 
pora ted, J. C. Boggs, President), Geo. D. 
Kellogg (who is also 
connected with 
Towle Bros., in extensive lumber business), 
W ilson & Son (who aro the pioneers in 
the business), and the Co-operative Com­ 
pany are all dealers in fruit at Newcastle. 
The aggregate of fruit to be shipped will 
probably reach 500 carloads the present 
season. 
Q uite 
an amount of fruit 
is 
shipped from other stations on the Cen­ 
tral Pacific road. 
These firms buy the 
fruit from the producers, ¡laying them on 
the 15th of the following month. 
This 
gives them time to get returns and is ad­ 
vantageous to the producer. 
The small 
grower or beginner, who has but little, can 
sell as readily and on as good terms as the 
l:irge grower. 
The firms advance tho 
farmers all boxes and other things re­ 
quired for packing their fruit. 
The State 
of Nevada draws largely on this district 
fiir its supply of fruit. 
The crop of citrus fruits is steadily in­ 
creasing, as the early planted trees are 
coming into bearing, and many new groves 
are being 
planted. 
Olives 
are 
well 
adapted to all this region, and many ex­ 
tensive new orchards are being put out. 
Considerable oil will be made this year. 
Figs grow to a mammoth size, and bear 
proportionately two or three crops. 
Those 
now bearing are 
the 
purple Mission 
v a riety ; when the real Smyrna is intro­ 
duced in quantity as it should be, the pre­ 
served fig ought to figure largely in the 
output. 
H ill fruit land can now be had from $10 
to $75 per a'-re, according to location and 
quality. 
A climate 
that produces the 
cherry and apple alongside the orange and 
pomegranate speaks for itself, and must he 
of the best. 
The best of water and abund­ 
ance of timber abound in all parts. 
Lum­ 
ber is cheap and abundant. 
It may be re­ 
marked that owing to the prevalence of 
the eodlin moth apple cultivation ¡is m t 
profitable below an altitude of 2,000 feet. 
But at and above that elevation a very su­ 
perior apple is grown. Scale has pre 
vailed in some of the orchards, lint the 
vigorous fight that is being made against it 
by spraying is gradually driving it out. In 
some localities it is believed to be going 
out by natural causes. 
This may be the 
case. 
It is worth observing. 
The Bear R iver ditch is to be enlarged. 
Its owner, Mr. Birdsall, says in October he 
shall commence, and its cost will be about 
$40,000. 
It will be then 12 feet wide at 
top and 4 feet at bottom. 
A ditch is also 
projected from the American river to cover 
the land from Newcastle to the plains of 
the Sacramento. 
Placer certainly oilers 
great inducements to the home-seeker in 
oommon with other parts of our glorious 
State. 
It is not for us to institute com­ 
parisons but to give facts. 


Ageing; W in es b y E lectricity. 
Last month when in San Francisco the 
editor of the Pacific Fruit-Graver had the 
pleasure of meeting Dr. Edwin J. Traver, 
the inventor of the new process for ageing 
wines by the aid of electricity. 
W e tested 
several samples of raw wines treated by 
this process and compared them with the 
same wines not treated. 
The dillerence in 
flavor is wonderful. 
Dr. Fraser was the 
first person to discover that by placing 
new wines and liquors w ithin the field or 
influence of an electro-magnetic helix, the 
same changes were produced in them in a 
few days that required years in the cellar 
by the old-tinie process. 
The discovery 
was so entirely new th at it required two 
patents to cover it in the Fnited States, 
to-w it: One fur the process and the other 
for the apparatus. 
It is said th at broader 
or more comprehensive patents were never 
issued from the Patent Office. 
It is also 
patented in France, Germany, G reat Brit­ 
ain, and in all the ieading wine-producing 
countries of Europe. 
The patents all 
cover broadly and without qualification 
the use of the magnetic field or induction. 
From experiments already made it is esti­ 
mated that, by the ase of the “ Fraser Pro­ 
cess,” every gallon of new wine and brandy 
produced in the State can be ripened anil 
fitted for sale or use before the next crop 
comes in. 
It therefore obviates the neces­ 
sity of carrying stocks for a period of 
three, four or five years. 
It enables the 
wine-maker to turn over his money every 
year. 
By its use a large proportion of the 
expenses of m aturing by age are saved, 
such as interest, insurance, cellar-room, 
cooperage, evaporation, labor and loss by 
handling. 
In looking at the successof the 
“ Fraser Process” from every point of view, 
it is evident that its general adoption by 
wine-makers will become a positive neces­ 
sity. 
W hen its use becomes general no 
man can make an honest living by the old 
process in competition with the new' one. 
Pacific Fruit-Grower. 


A p p l e P a s t e .— I hear of a new method 
of preserving fruit. 
Pears, apples, and 
other fruits are reduced to a paste, which 
is then pressed into cakes and gently 
dried. 
W hen required for use it is only 
necessary to pour four times their weight 
of boiling water over them, and allow 
them to soak for twenty minutes and then 
add sugar to suit the taste. 
The fine flavor 
of the fruit is retained to perfection. 
The 
cost of the prepared product is scarcely 
greater than the original fruit, differing 
with the supply and price of the la tte r; 
the keeping qualities are excellent, so that 
it may be liad at any time of the year, 
and bears long sea voyages without detri­ 
ment. 
No peeling or curing is required, 
so there is no waste.— Horticultural Times.

it. The guaranteed speed of the cruiser is 
twenty knots, or about twenty-three miles 
an hour. 
The officers sent over recently by the 
British Government to report upon dyna­ 
mite artillery are now on their way home 
to make their report.

Spanish officers who were sent here on a 
sim ilar errand has also been completed. 
The officers of the Gun Company do not, 
of course, know positively anything about 
these reports, but they feel hopeful regard­ 
ing them.
